\iterary man.

“Measure For Meussure” from a play 
called “Promus und Cassandra.” He 
ttole “Hamlet” from a play by George 
Kyd. “Romeo and Jullet” he stole 
from Italy. 

Sir Walter Scott stole with a sublime 
talent. He stole from antiquarian rec- 
ords. He stole from Goethe. He stole 
trom Sheridan, 

Charies Reade claimed the right of 
che literary artist to set jewels, even 
though the gems are the property of 
another. 

Alexandre Dumas, the author of 
“The Three Musketeers” and “Monte 
Cristo," \vas ove of the most remarka- 
ble filche s ip literature. In one single 
year bis same was attached to no few- 
er than forty different books.

ada and the United Stnies, The ad- 
vantages ar. with th latter country, 
whose larger and older and more pow: 
erful industries have not only abso- 
lutely free access to the’ Canadian 
market, but also practicaily monopo 
lize the valuable supplies of raw 
materials {: the Phillipine Islands, 
Time was when the great part of the 
binder twine business of Canada was 
carried on by Canadian manufactur. 
ers. To-diy, an overwhelring!y large 
share of thie hie'ness {s in the hands 
of the so-valled Harvester Trust, 
which docs nut mace a pound of twine 
in Canada, St sends it from mills 
located across the line. 


Prior to April, i897, the rate of 
duty payable on binder twine import 
ed into Cancda from the United States 
was 124% percent. At that time the 
industry wis operated under Cana- 
dian auspices. !rom 1897 to 1898 the 
duty was on!y 10 per cent, but after 
January th.

The Government has authorized Dr, | 
Sun Yat Sen, who was formerly pro-| 
visional president of the Republic to) 
establish a railway corporation to car-) 
ry out a system of national railways 
covering territory 70,000 miles in ex-| 
tent. ‘ 

Mixed Chinese and foreign compan-| 
jes will be granted concessions 
throughout China proper, for periods 
of 40 years, after which time the lines 
are to revert to China. 

Similar concessions are to be given} 
to foreigners for the intermediate dis- | 
tricts, but the railroads in the frontier 
provinces will be under exclusively 
Chinese control and will be financed 
through foreign loans apart from the 
other railways. 

Dr. Sen's proposals are to open the} 
whole of China to foreign enterprise | 
but to make foreigners amenable to 
Chinese laws, for which special courts | 
ere to be established. 

The Government has not sanction-| 
ed the Jast feature of the projects, | 
but Dr. Sen fully expects they will | 
approve. | 

The French, German and American} 
banks will participate with Lloyd's 
Bank in the new loans to China of} 
$50,000,000 the agreement for which | 
recently was signed, 

The terms of this agreement include 
the starting of a bank, having its; 
head office in London, with a promin- 
ent English financier as chairman of 
the board of directors, and a subord- 
inate board at Pekin. 

The bank is to be capitalized at
